storekeeper in Tennessee. Very recently 
they weroarrested, confessed tbelr crime, 
and were duly lofged inj ji'il; thence they 
were taken by a mob snil hung. They de- 
served their late. 
Biit this, the usual 


mode of dealing with negro criminals in 
the South, Is an utter abandonment of law. 
There was 'not Ihe slightest danger that 
these men would escape] either before or 
at the trial. They should have been tried 
and hung; they were forcibly taken trom 
Ihe custody ot the law and murdered. Tbe 
case would have been tb'e same'had they 
been innocent but popularly! believed to 
be guilty. We are sometimes told 'by the 
Southern press that there Is a great deal of 
crime in the North; that Is true.; it is true, 
too, that In very infrequent and uncommon 
cases, juries refuse to do tbelr sworn and 
known duty, 
the radical difference be- 


tween the two section^ is, that on the 
whole the North pursues and punishes its 
criminals according to flaw] while in the 


. South a certain class of oflenders, real or 


supposed, is murdered outright, and an- 
other class is uulYersalljj acquitted. I That 
is to say, in tne North raw predominates, 
and in the South a heated public opinion, 
which maj be well or ill-founded. As to 
the facto tt ere can be nojdispute; nor can 
there be' at y in regard to the diverse civil- 
izations in Jlcated. \ The surprise of our 
Southern t rethren that ^ortherners should 
be Interest id in theiri method o\it to be mit- 
"gated by I ie fact tbit we are a law-Abid- 
ing people njjon principle, and thatNorth- 
ern-born uei have sometimes, suffered
